12 Ballot Questions Give 
Voters Choices to Ponder 


by James Giese 


At the November 5 general 
election there will be fewer 
choices for voters to make among 
the candidates seeking office than 
was the case at the September 
primary election. However, the re- 
duction of candidates will be off- 
set by 12 ballot questions for 
voters to either approve or disap- 
prove. Three questions are state- 
wide constitutional amendments 
(although one issue only relates 
to Montgomery County), four oth- 
ers are proposed amendments to 
the Prince George’s County Char- 
ter and the remaining five ques- 
tions relate to issuing bonds in 
Prince George’s County. None of 
the questions has engendered any 
significant controversy or stirred 
voter interest so far. 

State Questions 

The first question asks voters 
to vote for or against an amend- 
ment that would enable District 
Court commissioners to issue 
Civil Interim Peace and Protective 
Orders at such times when the 
District Court is not open. If ap- 
proved, the orders made by com- 
missioners must be reviewed by a 
District Court judge at a hearing 
within two business days of be- 
ing issued. Peace and protective 
orders are issued on behalf of 


persons seeking relief from abuse 
under the current domestic vio- 
lence law or protection from an- 
other individual. Such orders 
may direct a respondent to: re- 
frain from committing or threaten- 
ing abuse or committing a pro- 
hibited act; end all contact with 
the victim or petitioner; stay 
away from the victim’s or 
petitioner’s home, place of em- 
ployment or school; or award 
temporary use and possession of 
a home or custody of children. 

Currently, commissioners are 
limited by the constitution to 1is- 
suing arrest warrants and setting 
terms for pre-trial release pending 
hearing in criminal cases. One or 
more commissioners must be 
available in each county at all 
times. 

Question 2, if approved, will 
permit the Maryland General As- 
sembly to pass emergency laws 
creating or abolishing any public 
office or changing the terms and 
duties of any officer. Presently, 
the legislature is prohibited from 
passing emergency legislation for 
any measure that would create 
or abolish any office, change the 
salary, term, or duties of any of-

Access Television Programs 
Grow, So Does Membership

“We continue to produce ap- 
proximately one new production 
every week,” said Greenbelt Ac- 
cess Television’s (GATE) Adminis- 
trator Malia Murray during a 
stakeholder’s meeting with 
Greenbelt City Council on October 
16. President Bob Zugby also at- 
tended the meeting along with 
several other GATE members. 

“We are working with the Boy 
Scouts and the Lions Club .. . 
increasing contact” in the com- 
munity. “Our membership is 
growing very fast,” Zugby said. 
Murray added that 23 new mem- 
bers have joined this year. Edu- 
cational programs are being main- 
tained with Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School (ERHS) and 
Greenbelt Audio Visual Arts 
(GAVA) and “Springhill Lake is 
coming on board,” said Zugby. 

Murray mentioned that GATE 
works with the city’s Public Infor- 
mation and Communications Coor- 
dinator Beverly Palau for the mu- 
tual benefit of both organizations. 
GATE produces a newsletter, a 
bi-monthly guest speaker series 
and works as well with interns 
from ERHS. Murray announced 
that Nick Dobson is the new 


production manager. 

New equipment is included in 
GATE’s FY 2003 budget, with to- 
tal expenses projected at $66,690. 
GATE is interested in showing 
more films at Greenbelt Theatre, 
but would need a 5000 lumen 
projector which has the capabil- 
ity of showing videos on a large 
screen. It comes with a price tag 
of $15,000. 

Discussion ensued regarding 
the possibilities of INET. City 
Manager Michael McLaughlin ex- 
plained, “I think the capabilities 
are really organizational, as op- 
posed to citizen or consumer. 
It’s a pipeline for us to share in- 
formation, data, possibly phone 
systems, security signals .. . not 
a channel to disseminate informa- 
tion.” However, there is capabil- 
ity for GATE to have its own 
channel, independent of INET, 
according to Murray. 

White asked, “What is needed 
to accomplish that?” Mc- 
Laughlin replied, “Making a re- 
quest and throwing the switch, if 
that’s where GATE wants to go. 
But there’s always the philo-

ficer. Currently, any such 
changes enacted by the legisla- 
ture do not become law before 
June | following enactment. The 
proposed change removes this 
limitation. 

While on the ballot statewide, 
the third question only relates to 
a constitutional provision affect- 
ing Montgomery County. If ap- 
proved, that question will permit 
the Montgomery County Council 
to appoint a licensed and certified 
real estate appraiser to estimate 
the fair market value of property 
located in the county subject to 
immediate taking in a condemna- 
tion proceeding. Presently, only 
real estate brokers are authorized 
by the constitution to do quick- 
take condemnations in Montgom- 
ery County. Since 1991, an indi- 
vidual must be certified by the 
State Commission of Real Estate 
Appraisers to perform most types 
of real estate appraisals in Mary- 
land. Most licensed real estate 
brokers are not certified apprais- 
ers. Montgomery County has had 
difficulty in finding qualified real 
estate brokers certified to do ap- 
praisal work. 

County Charter 

The four Prince George’s 
County charter amendments are 
the result of the recommendations 
of a seven-member charter review 
commission established by the 
county council in January 2001. 
The commission undertook the 
second comprehensive charter re- 
view since the charter was enacted 
in 1970. While grouped under 
four ballot questions, the changes 
proposed affect numerous sections 
of the county charter. 

Question A deals with budget, 
finance and purchasing. If the 
amendment is adopted the county 
auditor will conduct performance 
audits of any agency receiving 
county funds whenever it deems 
an audit to be necessary, instead 
of every four years. Also to be 


eliminated is a required duty of 
the county purchasing agent to 
develop and operate a system of 
property inventory and stores 
control because the county has 
replaced the stockpiling of sup- 
plies with “just-in-time purchas- 
ing” and “system contracts” and 
inventory systems are no longer 
a primary function of the pur- 
chasing agent. The proposed 
amendment would delete lan- 
guage awarding contracts to the 
“lowest responsible bidder” and, 
instead, require that they be 
awarded to the “responsive and 
responsible bidder most favorable 
to the county with respect to 
technical requirements and 
costs.” A security or perfor- 
mance bond may also be required 
according to the new language. 
The fiscal year will be as es- 
tablished by county or state law 
instead of specifically July 1 to 
June 30 under the proposed 
amendment and the number of re- 
quired public hearings on the 
budget would be changed from 
“two or more” to “one or more.” 
Under proposed language the 
council can make emergency ap- 
propriations totaling more than 
the present limit of five percent 
of the budget in a fiscal year, but 
all emergency appropriations 
would then have to be adopted 
by a two-thirds vote of the 
county council. Also the county 
executive will be empowered to 
reduce agency budgets if it is 
determined that there is a revenue 
shortfall during a fiscal year ex- 
cept that reduction in the appro- 
priation for the legislative branch 
must be approved by the county 
council. Also, the council will, 
by two-thirds vote, be able to in- 
crease the total appropriation for 
a capital project after adoption of 
the budget if recommended by 
the executive and the county will 
have greater flexibility in the issu- 
ance of bonds and may borrow

for a maximum of 40 years in- 
stead of 30 years. This amend- 
ment also removes obsolete lan- 
guage and relocates sections of 
the charter to more appropriate 
places in the charter. 

The most significant change 
of Question B is that if a va- 
cancy occurs in a district seat on 
the council less than two years 
from the next election, a majority 
of the remaining council members 
shall appoint a qualified person 
to fill the vacancy. Now special 
elections are required to be held 
in most circumstances. Special 
elections would still be held for 
district seat vacancies for remain- 
ing terms greater than two years. 
This section also changes the 
gender specific term councilman 
to “council member” and modi- 
fies dates for redistricting to con- 
form to the legislative process. 

Question C proposes signifi- 
cant changes to the charter relat- 
ing to compensation for the 
county council and executive and 
removes many employees from 
the classified service. A new 
provision would be added to per- 
mit a councilmember to be re- 
moved from office by a two-thirds 
majority vote of the full council 
after a public hearing and a find- 
ing that “he” is unable by rea- 
son of physical or mental disabil- 
ity to perform the duties of “his” 
office. Such a decision may be 
appealed to the courts. This 
amendment, if approved, will also 
remove the $40,000 ceiling on 
council salaries. Council salaries 
can be changed by a two-thirds 
affirmative vote of the council or 
by the recommendation of a com- 
pensation review board ap- 
pointed the last year of each 
term by the council and execu- 
tive. The recommendation of the 
compensation review board will 
stand approved unless amended 
by a two-thirds council vote 
within 90 days. All changes in 
compensation shall not become 
effective until the start of the 


next council term of office. 

For the county executive, the 
compensation review board shall 
also determine the amount of 
compensation, which shall be- 
come approved unless amended 
by a two-thirds vote of the 
county council within 90 days. 

Many more county employees 
will be removed from the classi- 
fied service under this proposal. 
Added to the exempt service will 
be deputy directors of offices 
and departments; all county ex- 
ecutive staff members, instead of 
five; all part-time hourly-rated em- 
ployees working less than 1800 
hours a year, instead of 700 
hours; all council aides instead of 
just one per councilmember; up to 
three deputy police chiefs; and 
all other positions which may be 
recommended by the county ex- 
ecutive and approved by the 
county council. Generally, ex- 
empt positions are not subject to 
the same standards for qualifica- 
tion as classified positions, nor 
are exempt employees as well 
protected from job actions and 
political pressures. 

The last charter amendment 
question, Question D, removes 
obsolete charter provisions in 
various sections as determined 
by the charter review commission 
and provides for the establish- 
ment of a new charter review 
commission every four years be- 
ginning on or before July 1, 2005. 

Bond Questions 

Charter required bond referen- 
dums are necessary to permit the 
county to issue general obliga- 
tion bonds pledging the full faith 
and credit of the county to the 
repayment of the bond obliga- 
tions.

Balzar in Carnegie Hall

Greenbelt pianist Muriel Balzar 
accompanied soprano Veronica 
Tyler in the Weill Recital Hall at 
Carnegie Hall on Sunday, October 
13, performing a program entitled 
Four Seasons of the Heart. My 
husband and I had planned to 
celebrate our anniversary in New 
York City on this particular week- 
end, which happily coincided with 
the date of the concert. We were 
fortunate to be treated to a de- 
lightful evening. 

The program, designed as a 
celebration of American compos- 
ers and arrangers, consisted of 
several pieces for each season of 
the year, such as Samuel Barber’s 
“The Daisies”, George Gershwin’s 
“Summertime,” William Harper’s 
“Seasons of the Heart” (from El 
Greco) and Gustav Holst’s “In the 
Bleak Midwinter.” 

Tyler’s choice of material of- 
fered a full range of moods, 
showing off her considerable tal- 
ent to full advantage. Balzar ac- 
companied her flawlessly, then 
surprised the audience with a 
solo piece of her own, which she 
performed with alacrity and 
aplomb. 

Veronica Tyler earned degrees

Notre Dame of Maryland the de- 
gree of doctor of humane letters

Muriel Bennett Balzar received 
a master’s degree in piano perfor- 
mance from the Peabody Conser- 
vatory of Music, Johns Hopkins 
University, where she studied 
with pianist Ann Schein. She 
has done extensive solo, en- 
semble and accompanying work 
throughout the United States, in-
